Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: 

Applicant proposed submitting 1.132 declaration to establish that while Ishii et al. (U.S. 5,302,654) disclose water- 
based inks, the inks are not suitable for use as ink jet ink. Such declaration would not only establish unexpected results 
but would establish that there is no motivation to combine Ishii et al. with prior art cited in the rejections of record that is 
drawn to ink jet inks, namely, Breton et al. (U.S. 6,384,108), JP 03231975, Meyrick et al. (U.S. 6,406,526), and 
Mikoshiba et al. (U.S. 5,344,933). The examiner stated that declaration showing that ink of Ishii et al. is not suitable for 
use as ink jet ink along with an amendment to the present claims such that the claims are drawn to 'Inkjet ink" as 
opposed to "ink for ink jet recording" as presently claimed may be persuasive to overcome the rejections of record. 
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
